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Retailing 
Sweaters Starred 
In Xmas Volume 
Of Nation's Stores 


Christmas sweater business 
made a satisfactory showing in 
most stores, a survey disclosed, 
although sales results were not 
as uniform as in some previous 
Christmas seasons. 

Demand for sweaters as gifts 
for women, men and children 
was reported to have run about 
even with a year ago in the over- 
all picture. Some stores reported 
modest gains in both units and 
dollar volume while others ran a 
shade under in their final figures. 

The selling picture varied 
from one region to another, ap- 
parently affected by such fac- 
tors as the steel strike, weather 
conditions, general economic 
conditions and other local fac- 
tors that had a bearing on retail 
trade. 

Retailers agreed, however, 
that sweaters made as good a 
showing in the Christmas selling 
operation as any other type of 
gift apparel. In many stores 
sweaters were standout sellers 
among gift merchandise, par- 
ticularly women’s and men’s 
Sweaters. 

The promotional effort put 
behind men’s sweaters by many 
stores was especially heavy this 
year and it paid off in good de- 
mand for men’s styles. Several 
large department stores reported 
that men’s styles were the bright 
spot in their sweater operations. 

Men’s knit shirts made a sur- 
Prisingly good showing as 
Chrismas gift items. Many re- 
tailers put increased promotion 

__ behind men’s knit shirts this 

Seaso’ and it paid off in wider 

dema: i for the items as gifts. 


Merchants were pleased with the 
increased interest higher 
priced knit shirts, resulting in a 
higher average sale. 

Quality stores reported good 
demand for knit shirts in a $4.95 
to $8.95 price range. Customers 
shopped for knit shirts that were 
practical as well as attractive. 
A leading men’s wear store in 
the East singled out these knit 
shirts as its best sellers in the 
Christmas season: 

© A pullover knit shirt with 
the new Continental collar, in 
assorted colors, at $7.95. 

* Orlon and wool knit shirt 
in char green, char red, char 
blue, at $7.50. 

® Knit shirt with colorful 
fancy cable knit inserts in solid 
black, green, light gray and gold, 
with metal buttons, at $8.95. 

® Acrilan shirt in navy, char 
gray, tan, char brown, light ox- 
ford and heather shades, at 
$4.95. 

Demand for women’s gift 
sweaters was reported highly 
diversified this year and well 
spread out over a broad price 
range. Retailers enjoyed action 
in gift sweaters tagged from 
$4.95 to $39.95.

New Device Measures Length Of 
Wool, Synthetic Fiber In Top Form 


LONDON, England — Some 
time ago, Britain’s Wool Indus- 
tries Research Association de- 
signed a machine for fiber length 
measurement of wool at all stages 
of manufacture, e.g., raw wool, 
card sliver, top and yarn. This 
instrument proved invaluable for 
research carried out by the asso- 
ciation and production models 
have been supplied to manufac- 
turers and laboratories in many 
parts of the world. 

It was soon recognized that 


there is also a need for a machine 
to test fiber lengths in tops only 
and now the WIRA Fiber Dia- 
gram Machine has been designed 
to do this work quickly and effi- 
ciently. 

The prototype of such an in- 
strument has been completed 
and has been thoroughly tested 
in a mill on wool, Orlon and 
Acrilan tops, on all of which it 
has performed well. The test. pro- 
cedure is much quicker than

Reisfeld, director of research 
and development at Gehring 
Textiles, Inc., and a frequent 
contributor to the KNITTED 
OUTERWEAR TIMES of articles 
on warp knitting techniques.

Napped and Sheared Interlock 


Knitting With Cotton-Spun Orlon Yarn 


By CHARLES REICHMAN, Editor 


ALTHOUGH Turbo-processed high-bulk Orlon yarn is gen- 
erally favored for knitting napped and sheared sweaters, high-bulk 
Orlon yarn produced from high shrinkage and relaxed staple on 
cotton spinning equipment can also be used in knitting the plush 
knit garments. Knitters who have used both kinds of high-bulk yarn 
point out that while esthetically 
and performance-wise the su- 
perior napped and sheared gar- 
ment generally results when a 
Turbo-processed yarn is used, a 
first-rate napped and sheared 


give due consideration to these 
two factors. One finisher who 
has had considerable experience 
in napping and shearing inter- 
lock sweater-strips knitted of 
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sweater can be made from the 
lower-priced staple high-bulk 
yarn, providing appropriate pro- 
cedures are employed—espe- 
cially in the knitting. This is 
confirmed by a number of dyers 
who do commission napping 
and shearing for interlock 
sweater-strip knitters. 

“I have seen some top-grade 
napped and- sheared sweaters 
made of cotton system high- 
bulk yarn and some _ poorly 
made sweaters of Turbo-pro- 
cessed yarns,” a leading napper 
and shearer commented. “Of 
course, the chances of the latter 
occurring are far more infre- 
quent because anybody who 
shells out the extra cents a 
pound for a Turbo yarn is bound 
to be much more circumspect 
in his knitting. However, there 
is no reason why a knitter who 
is willing to take the trouble 
to develop the right techniques 
for handling cotton system high- 
bulk Orlon yarns on his ma- 
chines cannot produce a good 
napped and sheared sweater.” 

Knitting Suggestions 

The route to a quality napped 
and sheared sweater made from 
cotton-spun high-bulk Orlon 
yarns is not difficult to nego- 
tiate, it is generally agreed. All 
it requires is observance of the 
following two guideposts in ad- 
dition to other general precau- 
tions: 

e Sweater-strips should not 
be too loosely knit. 

e Low-twist yarns one or two 
counts heavier than the yarn 
size normally used for regular 
(unnapped) interlock goods 
should be used. 

Most of the trouble which 
commission nappers and shear- 
ers have had with interlock 
sweater-strips knitted of cotton 
system high-bulk yarns appears 
to stem from knitter failure to 


both Turbo-processed yarn and 
cotton-spun high-bulk yarns ex- 
plained that invariably knitters 
using the latter variety of yarn 
tend to produce a much lighter 
and a more loosely knit piece 
of cloth than sweater-makers 
working with the former type of 
yarn. 
Require Compensations 

Since a fabric knitted of the 
cotton-spun yarn does not bulk 
up quite as fully as a tube of 
interlock cloth made of Turbo 
yarn, it is important that the 
lack of coverage be offset by 
packing more yarn into the gar- 
ment than would ordinarily be 
the case. It is difficult for the 
napper to get a good napping 
surface when the fabric contains 
a minimum number of courses 
and wales to the inch of the 
sweater-strip. It has been sug- 
gested that the minimum gar- 
ment weight for cotton system 
high-bulk yarns should be five 
pounds to the dozen. A five and 
a half pound per dozen sweater 
would be even better. Good re- 
sults cannot be achieved when 


knitting weight is limited to four 
and a half pounds per dozen 
garments or sweater-strips of 
lesser weight. 

Use of a heavier count yarn 
than is ordinarily employed in 
knitting unnapped interlock 
sweater-strips is necessary to 
counterbalance the low twist re- 
quired and to give the yarn 
greater stability. 

Knitters planning to use cot- 
ton-spun high-bulk yarns for 
the production of napped and 
sheared interlock sweaters would 
find it advisable to consult with 
their yarn suppliers in advance 
to work out with them the pre- 
cis€é yarn construction most 
likely to produce a quality 
napped and sheared garment. 
Yarn spinners in most cases can 
readily tailor a yarn to the spe- 
cific end-use for which it is 
destined. In fact, knitters would 
find it profitable to experiment 
before starting knitting with a 
variety of yarn constructions to 
determine the kind of yarn best 
suitable in terms of size, turns 
per inch and similar variables 
for turning out an acceptable 
napped and sheared job. Manu- 
facturers using high-bulk Orlon 
yarns processed via the staple 
route for the production of 
napped and sheared sweaters 
are advised also to observe these 
other recommendations: 

e Knit as flat a welt as pos- 
sible. 

e Submerge the separating

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Knitting Equipment Developments 


Functioning Of Mayer Interlock Sweater-Strip Machine 


THE Model Suprint interlock machine developed by Mayer & 
Cie, Tailfingen, Germany, produces sweater-lengths with a firm 
welt and | x 1 rib bottom as well as continuous lengths of yard- 
goods. It is available in 30-inch diameter with 30 feeds, 28 of 
which are used for knitting and two for the drawthread and the 


press-off welt. Gauges include 
14, 16, 18 and 20 needles per 
inch in cylinder and dial. 

In its general construction 
the machine conforms to the 
general pattern of circular inter- 
lock units; that is, it is equipped 
with long and short needles in 
both the cylinder and dial. While 
the body part of each garment 
length is normally knitted in in- 
terlock structure, the garment 
bottom is usually knitted in | x | 
rib or some other rib structure. 
The change from one knitted 
structure to another is carried 
out automatically. 

In order to prevent dial back 
lash, the dial is driven by means 
of gearing and this positive type 
of drive ensures fabric pro- 
duction free of defects. The pro- 
duction of faultless fabrics is 
further promoted by three con- 
tinuously operating fabric roll- 
ers. The latter are arranged side 
by side and operate smoothly 
and evenly ensuring an even and 
straight fabric take-up. 

The yarn supply as well as the 
knitting operation itself is fully 
protected by means of electrical 
stop motions which operate in 
conjunction with signal lights 
which light up to indicate the 
area in which a_ particular 
stoppage has occurred. 

Figure | shows how the 
sweater-strips leave the machine 
in a continuous tubular form. 
Knitting of the garment length 
in interlock complete with draw 
thread and press off welt is con- 
sidered as one pattern repeat. 
Figure 2 shows the structural 
details for the body part of the 
garment length. The knitting of 
the sweater-strip commences 
with the locking courses which 
are incorporated to prevent the 
running of loops. This is fol- 
lowed by a drawthread and a 
press off welt. This arrangement 
permits easy separation of the 
individual garment lengths from 
each other and gives a firm start 
to the x1 rib bottom. The 
laiter is knitted from two ends 
by the short needles in the dial 
and cylinder while the long 


needles in both sets remain idle 
and do not receive yarn. Figure 
3 gives further details about this 
stage in the knitting of the 
sweater-strips. 

Because of the peculiar work- 
ing of a circular interlock ma- 
chine only the short needles can 
be used for knitting the | x | 
rib bottom with two ends. At 
those feeds where the short 
needles knit in both dial and 
cylinder, a second yarn is in- 
serted and there is no yarn in- 
sertion at those feeds where the 
long cylinder and dial needles 
operate. 

Manufacture of patterned 
sweater-strips can be done by 
crossing the yarn strand with 
different colored yarn pack 
ages. Thus a single colored rib 


bottom and a vertically striped 
garment body can be produced 
by alternating yarn packages in 
two colors with the long and 
short needle arrangement. In 
this case the lightly colored 
yarns only come into operation 
when the machine ceases to knit 
1x 1 rib and switches over to 
interlock. horizontal stripe 
effect can also be introduced in 
the sweater-strip after knitting 
the | x | rib bottom. This effect 
is also achieved by using yarn 
packages of different colors. 
Neither type of design requires 
a re-positioning of the needles. 
These effects are produced 
solely by placement of the dif- 
ferent colored yarn packages. It 
is also possible, by’ removing 
certain needles, to produce a 
body part of the garment-length 
with vertically striped ribs. In 
order to knit this design it is 
necessary to use a full comple- 
ment of short needles in both 
dial and cylinder since these

needles are, of course, needed 
to knit the x1 rib bottom. 
Otherwise, double loops will be 
formed after knitting the draw- 
thread which cannot be removed 
from the fabric. 
Special Attachments 

In order to put this extra 
yarn in and out of action, special 
thread insertion attachments 
are fitted around the cylin- 
der cam jacket. When the | x 1 
rib bottom has been knitted to 
the required length, the machine 
changes automatically to knit- 
ting the interlock body part of 
the garment. This is effected by 
removing the additional yarn 
from the short cylinder and dial 
needles and by bringing into 
action the long cylinder and dial 


needles and feeding yarn to 
them. 
The fabric structure at the 


junction between the | x1 rib 
bottom and the interlock part 
(Continued on Page 7)

of the garment is shown in 
Figure 4. It will be seen that 
when the drawthread has been 
pulled out, the new garment 
commences with a firm start 
which cannot unraveled. 
Figure 5 shows the firm garment 
start, the 1x 1 rib bottom and 
the interlock portion of the 
garment. 


Readjustment of Cams 


The sequence in which the 
cams have to be readjusted as 
well as the length of the | x | 
rib bottom and the upper part 
of the garment is determined 
from a control chain. The latter 
is of very simple construction. 

The control chain is fitted at 
the back of the machine and is 
distinguished by its simple con- 
struction and accessibility. Cam 
changes needed for knitting the 
dravthread and the 1x1 rib 


bottom can be read off directly 
from the chain and the length 
of the garment can be deter- 
mined in advance from the num- 
ber of courses per centimeter 
and the number of links on the 
control chain. 

An important advantage with 
this type of chain control lies in 
the fact that it is possible to 
produce garments of different 
length in a predetermined rota- 
tion on one and the same ma- 
chine. All that is needed is to 
make up the control chain in 
such a way that the requisite 
pattern repeats carry chain links 
sufficient in number to corres- 
pond with the various lengths of 
the garments. 


Control Chain 


Bowden cables are used to 
connect the control chain with 
the control cams of the various

thread insertion mechanisms 
mentioned above. In order to 
make the control chain mechan- 
ism as simple as possible, a 
chain economizer has been dis- 
pensed with and for the same 
reason the control chain is with- 
out a forward and back rack 
attachment. 

By fitting the chain studs on- 
to the chain in the same 
sequence as the various parts of 
the sweater-strip are being knit- 
ted, the clarity and simplicity 
of the control chain mechanism 
has been further improved. 

Correct Position 

A jig is supplied with the 
machine which ensures that the 
chain studs are in their correct 
positions on the wire chain. The 
jig ensures that the studs keep 
the correct distance from the 
right and left hand edges, of the 
chain. It is further assurance 


Change from 


that the studs contact the cor- 
rect control levers at the control 
mechanism. The studs _ have 
large as well as small screw 
holes which enable the chain to 
retain its pliability during bend- 
ing. This again ensures that the 
studs and the control levers will 
operate smoothly and correctly. 
The chain control mechanism 
has two hand wheels. One per- 
mits the chain to be racked 
forward independently from 
turning the machine while the 
second wheel serves to put the 
chain mechanism out of action 
for the production of fabric in 
the roll. 

The productivity of the ma- 
chine is easily established by 
using the following equation. 
The lowering of the speed of 
the machine during the knitting 
of the drawthread welt makes

of the 1x1 rib bottom only 
half the feeds are in action. The 
result of this is that a chain link 
on the control chain corresponds 
with the fabric production in 
centimeters per revolution of 
the machine. When the machine 
revolutions per minute are estab- 
lished the hourly production of 
the machine can be estimated as 
tollows:— 


N/min. 60 feeds 0.5. 


No. of courses per centimeter 
garment length in centimeters.

set of needles only. At these 
feeds only the cylinder needles 
receive yarn and form loops 
while the dial needles remain 
idle. This results in the accumu- 
lation of excess loops on one 
side of the fabric which form 


horizontal ripples. In order to 
produce such fabrics the normal 
dial cam systems have to be 
exchanged against “idling cam 
systems” which will permit knit- 
ting on one set of needles as 
mentioned above. 


Knitting Techniques 


Method Eliminates Extra Labor 
To Remove Welt At Top Of Collar

MANY knitting mills use the cast-off method of separation on 
their V-bed flat equipment to accomplish either or both of these 
purposes: (1) to facilitate removal of the separating thread; and 
(2) to permit the use of high butt needles individually for certain 


design effects. 

The drawback of this pro- 
cedure is that when a cast-off is 
made at the end of the collar, it 
is necessary to knit a welt on the 
needlebed to be cast off. This 
welt is a decided disadvantage to 
sewing machine operators. For 
one thing, it makes sewing on a 
straight line difficult. Also, the 
heaviness of the welt will push 
the fabric being sewn so that the 
work will not be accurate. To 
overcome these difficulties, mills 
have a choice of alternatives. 
They can either unravel the welt 
or cut it off. Some mills give 
the operator extra compensation 
to assure that she will be care- 
ful in handling the collar. A few 
mills close their eyes to the 
problem; they just accept the 
faulty work. 

Method Described 

A new method of separation 
perfected by the writer will re- 
tain the advantages of the cast- 
off method and eliminate its 
undesirable features. Under the 
procedure, with one pull of the 
separating thread, not only will 
the collar separate but the welt 
will come off. Also, all separat- 
ing threads will have the pulling 
loops on one side of the collars, 
making it easy for the separating 
girl to reach them. The method 
is illustrated below step by step: 

1. At start, all yarn carriers 
are at the right of the fabric; the 
separating thread carrier is at 
the left of the fabric. 

2. With the carriage at the 
right, travel carriage left without 
yarn and without knitting. 

3. Travel carriage right, knit- 
ting separating thread. on all 
needles front and rear. 


4. Travel carriage left, knit- 
ting yarn only on front bed. Use 
a loose stitch. 

5. Repeat Step 4 left and 
right until desired welt is 
formed. Usually six stitches are 
required. 

6. After six stitches are knit 
on the front bed, with carriage 
traveling left, knit separating 
thread on all needles front and 
rear. 

7. Travel carriage right, leav- 
ing separating thread at left; 
cast-off front bed nzedles only. 

8. Travel carriage left, knit- 
ting desired pattern with yarn.

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Textured Yarn Processing 


High Speed Helanca False- Twist Equipment Developed 


BASLE, Switzerland — The latest Helanca false-twist unit de- 
veloped by Heberlein & Co. A.G. has the company’s unique air- 
bearing spindle and can accomplish spindle speeds of up to 180,000, 
it is reported. Each spindle component is virtually a self-contained 


electric motor, with the actual 
air-bearing which operates at a 
pressure three times that of the 
outside atmosphere. 

This latest unit takes up yarn 
directly from the yarn manufac- 
turers’ bobbins. Operatives can 
vary spindle speed, yarn supply 
speed, yarn tension and setting 
temperature. A hand wheel at 
the end of the unit adjusts feed 
and take-up speeds. Thus it is 
possible to vary the characteris- 
tics of the yarn processed to 
make them more suitable for a 
range of specific end-uses. Al- 
lowance is made for the fitting 
of a new post-setting component 
to produce Helanca SW relaxed 
yarns for knitters who want a 
non-stretch yarn. 

With this post-setting compo- 
nent, relaxed yarns can be pro- 
duced as Helanca SS-smooth of 
Helanca SW-boucle. The boucle 
effect of the latter yarn can be 
varied. 

Yarn is heated during the 
processing without actually 
touching the heater plate. This 


spindle mounted in this special 


plate is itself heavily insulated to 
avoid wasted heat and to main- 
tain a steady temperature. Risk 
of accidents and breakdowns is 
reduced by an arrangement 
which prevents the heaters from 
being operated until the air sup- 
ply to the spindles is switched 
on. 

Threading-up is a particularly 
simple operation. The tip of the 
new bobbin is merely joined to 
the tail of the preceeding bobbin. 
The cross-wound take-up bob- 
bins can be taken off the unit 
without stopping it. 

Normally packages of about 
1.3 lbs. are processed on this 
new Heberlein unit; but the ma- 
chine can handle larger pack- 
ages up to 2.2 Ibs. 

The makers claim that one of 
the outstanding features of the 
new unit is its simple construc- 
tion. Every component, they 
say, is casily accessible. The 
machine is built for continu- 
ous round-the-clock operation.

Jantzen Designers Discuss 1960 Fashion Trends

PORTLAND, Ore. — Led by Mayer Monroe, vice-president in 


charge of style development, 


a group of top-level designers and 


fashion coordinators at Jantzen, Inc. gave their views on probable 


1960 trends in the light of recent sales records. 


Sweaters and 


related items in the women’s sportswear division were reviewed 


by Berte Weichmann, execu- 
live sweater designer; knit swim- 
wear for women was discussed 
by George McCormick, execu- 
tive designer in that field; other 
swimwear and knit sun clothes 
for women were reviewed by 
Jeri Holmes, fashion and mer- 
chandising coordinator, women’s 
sportswear. Men’s wear was dis- 
cussed by Herbert Zell, director 
of merchandising, men’s and 
boys’ division. 
Swimwear Trends 

Jantzen executives said that 
not only is the two-piece suit a 
much bigger thing than it has 
been for some time, but that, in 
keeping with the bared look, 


there is a definite swing toward 
the maillot. 

Mr. McCormick said that 
sheaths constituted 50 percent 
of the line when it was planned, 
but current sales figures show 
the maillot selling in quantity 
equal to, if not greater than the 
sheath. 

Both the “bold” and “bash- 
ful” in Jantzen’s two-piece suits, 
including the adjustable Bikini 
styles, are selling extremely well; 
in some of the recent orders 
from California they are running 
about 50 percent. Bikinis are 
selling particularly well in 
Florida and California. 


The new acceptance of the 
Bikini is also having its effect 
on the maillot. The higher leg 
cut has not sold well in recent 
years; but in view of the new 
trend, Jantzen is now planning 
some very bare maillots and 
halter styles. 

Knits Strong 

Knits are steadily becoming 
stronger as a fashion suit, and 
the knit suit has definitely in- 
creased during the past year as 
compared with the woven elastic 
and woven rigid fabric styles. 
Many young people had never 
seen or worn a knitted suit until 
recently, and these are the ones 
who are now creating a market 
for them, Mr. Monroe observed. 
The French bra cup has made 
them more acceptable, and is 


encouraging more wearers to try 
them and learn their advantages 
in fit and comfort. 


Synthetic fibers are playing a 
tremendous role in knitted swim 
suits, Mr. McCormick said. 
Helanca is probably the most 
important, but one Acrilan suit 
has won a place in the three top 
sellers among knits. 

Toned-Down Colors 


Colors in the knit suits have 
toned down to some degree so 
that now the grayer shades of 
the bright colors are being used. 
Huge prints are selling equally 
well with the small—the long- 
stemmed print, which is an 


American Beauty rose pattern, 
is very important. 

Textures are important and 
going very well, Mr. McCormick 
said, with a cotton knit mate- 
lasse in large hound’s tooth pat- 
tern holding the number one

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position. This sheath has a par- 
ticularly deeply sculptured and 
textured look. 

The Cut Flowers sheath in 
Helanca and cotton has almost 
the look of cut velvet. 

Another significant suit is the 
Pool Poodle, with its matching 
cardigan jacket in the same loop 
knit. Textures of this kind are 
an important trend, Mr. Mc- 
Cormick said. 

“There are currently the two 
different looks in knit suits — 
the sleek Helanca suit, liked by 
the good figures, and the various 
textures, which are good camou- 
flage for figure faults.” 

In a discussion of the new 
swimwear line, Jeri Holmes, 
women’s fashion coordinator, 
pointed out that the new leg 
cut, which is shorter and more 
shaped, is significant. 

One Strap Suit 


Styles which offer something 
different are well-liked — as for 
example the one-strap suit in 
the 1960 line — the Late Late 
Show sheath in elasticized faille 
— with its narrow panels in con- 
trasting color which converge 
diagonally into the single strap, 
worn diagonally over one 
shoulder. 

Much favored also are the 
suits with the “scissors silhou- 
ette” in the woven Lastex line, 
with bias bands crossing over the 
abdomen with flattering effect on 
waist, hips, stomach and _ bust- 
line. 

Drape suits are still selling 


well. Mrs. Holmes reported. 
Maillots are important. 
In woven suits, easy-care 


models are selling better and 
better—but they must be pretty, 
not merely practical. Nylon tri- 
cot have been very well re- 
ceived. 

Suits featuring A, B and C 
cup sizes —new with Jantzen 
this year — are selling very well. 

The sun clothes tie-in, which 
yields a complete matched swim 
‘n’ sun wardrobe, has been re- 
sponsible for many sales. 

The cotton swim suit now is 
liked for general informal wear, 
as well as for bathing; it is in 
many cases considered almost a 
play dress and frequently worn 
in the house or the yard in hot 
weather. 

The feminine, pretty look is 
sponsored by Jantzen in 1960 
and is getting good response. 
important are fabrics 
with new, interesting textures.

The new coral shade is checking 
out very well, and so is the 
yellow-to-green color range. 
Blues are selling, as they always 
do. 

Underscoring the importance 
of built-in beauty aids, Jantzen 
has new and _ still more ingeni- 
ously devised bra construction 
in all suits this year. 

In the sun clothes line, Mrs. 
Holmes pointed out the success 
enjoyed by the simple, graceful 
cotton knit cardigan which is 
perfectly matched to a cotton 
knit swim suit in lovely colors. 
The suit sells the sweater and 
vice versa; and, beyond that, 
there are many groups that co- 
ordinate with these — tweed, 
print, silk look, imported check. 
madcap plaid, and so on. 

Ladies’ Sweaters 

Looking in retrospect at the 
1959 sweater line, Berte 
Weichmann, executive designer, 
observed that last season was 
the big volume year on brushed 
mohair. The brushed look will 
continue to a degree and will 
gradually tend to be exchanged 
for the fluffed look, she believes 
as suggested by the interest 
in angora noted recently. 

The hand made look, with 
crochet and other handwork 
types of detailing, gave evidence 
of a future demand, and the 
success of the sweater of this 
type was perhaps underestimated 
in last year’s planning. More 
allowance should be made in 
this direction in the future. 

Bulky Knits 

The bulky look will continue 
very important, as the bulky 
cardigan now frequently sub- 
stitutes for a coat or an evening 
wrap. 

Jantzen looks forward to re-

newed interest in the classics and 
plans a continuous business in 
basic stocx items, presented in 
basic colors. 

Knit shirts and pants con- 
tinued their popularity during 
the past year, with matching 
knit skirts and sweaters combin- 
ing to make a two-piece knit 
dress. 

Jantzen feels that the dyed- 
to-match prozram is here to 
stay and expects to continue it 
with some new approaches. Silk 
blouses also joined the dyed-to- 
match story last year, with good 
results. Knit gloves and toe 
toasters were also a successful 
part of the Jantzen parade of 
color-coordinated fashions. 

Men's Sweaters, Swimwear 

Herbert Zell, men’s wear mer- 
chandising director, cited a tre- 
mendous interest printed 
swimwear in the current line. 
The formfit swim trunks, in the 
square leg and in the longer 
Hawaiian leg length, are doing 
a terrific business—the Hawaiian 
length is “no longer a sleeper, 
but big volume,” says Mr. Zell. 

Complete groups of coordi- 
nates this year are arranged to 
tie in with swim trunks and with 
knitted shirts, and this plan is 
highly successful. The new 
groups include walking shorts 
with trims in the waistband and 
with attached belts. 

‘Patterned walkers have 
really taken off,” Zell says. 
Among these materials is Jant- 
zen’s imported Indian madras 
(guaranteed to bleed when 
washed). 

There has been a slight slow- 
ing down from calf-length swim- 
mers to knee-length. Duck, how- 
ever, is as popular in calf-length 
as ever.

Biggest knit item in the new 
line is the Ken Venturi cotton 
knit golf shirt “in delirious 
colors”—flag red, banana gold, 
seaweed green, etc. 

Outlook for the future in 
men’s sportswear includes lighter 
and brighter colors, more batik- 
type patterns. Prints will be 
stronger than ever. Novelty col- 
lars are coming in very nicely. 

Mr. Monroe pointed out that 
the Continental look is now 
moving toward an “International 
Look”—with intluences from all 
over the world. Ivy League notes 
will continue, with modification. 

“Not only do foreign styles 
influence us today, but we are 
influencing them, as well,” Mon- 
roe added. 

Brushed Sweaters 

Looking at the 1959 fall line, 
Zell pointed to the success of 
the brushed sweaters offered in 
stripes and patterns. The boat- 
neck shag in horizontal stripes 
was a winner in men’s and boys’ 
lines. Bulkies with shawl collars, 
too, were important. 

The “hand made look” in ma- 
chine-made sweaters was a suc- 
cessful one. Pile sweaters were 
very successful and more will be 
added for next year. Olive and 
green were favored sweater 
colors. 

The V neck is coming back 
strongly, but it will be a shallow 
V. Mr. Zell thinks. 

Knitted sport shirts have en- 
joyed a peak of popularity re- 
cently. While they have been 
mostly in Orlon, probably some 
additional synthetic fibers will be 
used next year. 

Boys’ lines at Jantzen, Inc. 
closely duplicate the men’s line, 
and‘ have received much the 
same results.

Knitwear Abroad 


Mills In Scotland 
Face Problem In 
Meeting Orders 


GLASGOW, Scotland (Scot- 
tish Amalgamated Trade News 
Agency) — The brilliant sum- 
mer ot 1959 has left the Scottish 
knitwear industry with a legacy 
which may well dislocate 1960 
operations. The long warm 
months of the year encouraged 
much more buying of cottons 
and lightweights than of wool 
and knitwear firms found the 
year much more difficult than 
normally is the case. 

As a result a machine was 
dropped here and another there 
in many plants to meet the re- 
ducea demand for knitwear. 
Experience has shown that it is 
always easier to reduce produc- 
tion than to increase it. Work- 
ers lost to the industry cannot 
be recovered just when needed 
and as a resuit of this policy of 
limited reductions, many of the 
knitting mills are working with 
fewer employees even if they 
have still the machines to pro- 
increased output. 

Majority of retailers carried 
over a fair volume of stock into 
the winter months but it has 
been moving steadily and the 
trade is now at the position 
where a substantial build up of 
orders is already apparent. 
Buyers have been booking 
ahead, anticipating a demand, 
and are already putting mills 
into difficulty. Production in 
many of the smaller plants is 
already booked well into 1960. 
It is a fair assessment that the 
new numbers being released for 
the spring and summer will be 
withdrawn very soon after in- 
troduction, because of orders on 
hand and orders which will 
follow. 

Heavy Bookings 

Merchants are already heavily 
booked and there is some in- 
dication that they will be unable 
to accept further bookings be- 
cause capacity of existing ma- 
chines and more particularly 
capacity of labor has been 
reached. This is especially the 
case in the smaller mills where 
machines and workers were 
dropped over the quieter months 
of 1959. 

Against this situation there 
has been a growing output from 


the very large mills, and some 
of these have been extended 
specifically to meet demand. 
But in many of these larger 
units the output is already 
booked ahead. [he very large 
chains are in some cases taking 
a major share of the production 
from these large plants so that 
as far as the general trade is 
concerned little of the expanded 
output will be available to in- 
dividual buyers. In some cases 
the extensions have been laid 
down specifically to satisfy the 
mass market concerns which are 
taking almost 100 percent of the 
production from the new units. 
Shortage Seen 

It is impossible to assess the 
full implications of this situa- 
tion as yet but the general view 
is that there could be a shortage 
of fashion knitwear and a rapid 
clearance of ranges as these are 
introduced. The mills are of 
course in a sound position; they 
can foresee a major demand for 
some months ahead, but there is 
the added irritation that much 
more business could have been 
done given the labor to handle 
it. Mills are recruited as steadily 
as they can but it is not always 
easy to recover lost labor and 
skilled workers cannot be added 
overnight. The inevitable result 
will be a time lag before new 
labor is brought into use and the 
idle machines are put back into 
operation. 

The expansion of larger units 
may bring some relief but here 
again shortage of skilled labor 
is likely to be the limiting fac- 
tor. Where a plant has changed 
its location to secure improved 
production flow from a modern 
unit, some workers have been or 
will be lost; these workers will 
not always travel to the new 
center or locate in the new town 
where the mills have been 
opened. 

In effect the knitwear industry 
is now facing in general the 
problem which has been pecu- 
liar to Hawick over the years of 
having a great deal of work but 
only a limited labor force to 
handle that work. Skilled work- 
ers go out of the industry and 
although improved training 
methods are being used exten- 
sively the total result is a rela- 
tively stable labor force, facing 
a growing demand. The inevit- 
able result must be some 


scarcity or some delay in meet- 
ing orders. 
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Napped, Sheared

thread below the surface of the 
fabric to ensure that it won't 
be caught on the wire card 
clothing of the napping machine. 

Not all sweater mills, it is 
recognized, have interlock equip- 
ment which can produce a sub- 
merged welt. In such cases, 
knitters, particularly those work- 
ing with cotton-spun high-bulk 
Orlon yarn, should use a high 
twist, extra-strong nylon sepa- 
rating thread. The draw thread 
should be knitted as tightly as 
possible. Knitters unable to knit 
submerged separating courses 
also should caution the finisher 
to nap the fabric on its inside 
knitting surface.

Draw Of Fibers 

In principle, the fiber diagram 
machine operates on a draw of 
fibers. A doubled thickness of 
top is first parted by hand and a 
squared end produced by remov- 
ing a number of draws with a 
metal grip. representative 
draw of fibers with aligned ends 
is then taken and sealed to a 
flexible strip. 


Amount Indicated 


This draw is traversed be- 
tween the electrodes of the fiber 
diagram machine w hic h indi- 
cates the amount of fiber at dif- 
ferent distances from the aligned 
ends.

This 
record is similar to that given by 
the outline of fiber ends in the 
ordinary hand stapling test when 
fibers are laid down with aligned 
ends in decreasing order of 
length. 

The apparatus consists of two 
separate units: The sealing unit 
for sealing the squared end of 
fibers to a short flexible strip 
together with hand grip; and the 
fiber diagram machine. 

Method Of Operation 

The method of operation is: 
A double thickness of the top 
under test is parted by hand, 
placed in the trough of the seal- 
ing unit and clamped down. The 
hand grip is then used to remove 
and discard successive draws 
from the parted ends of the tips 
until a squared end is produced. 

A thin flexible strip is sealed 
to the ends of the fibers at the 
squared ends of the top by us- 
ing the heating element in the 
sealing unit. The end of the strip 
is then pulled by hand away 
from the sealing unit, thus with- 
drawing from the clamped top 
all fibers sealed to it.
